Cincinnati, Jan. 3. — In sustaining 


the validity of the Aikin law, passed 
during the last session of the legisla- 
ture, to increase the saloon license 
tax from $350 xto ?1,000 per an- 
num, the superior court of this city 
t»ased its decision on the doctrine that 
a legislative record whsch appears to 
be properly verified can not be at- 
tacked by parol evidence The court 
held: "For obvious reasons of public 
policy, it ii incumbent on one who at- 
tacks the validity of a law upon the 
ground that the proper steps were not 
taken in its passage, to show this by 
legislative record. Under the consti- 
tution as amended the participation ot 
the governor necessary to give valid- 
ity to laws enacted b> the legislature 
Is legislative function to the extent of 
bringing the official record of his -""r 
tion, within the rule of omnic • 
„• acta 


praesumuntur (the act" ure presutned 
to be right), wh''".. applied with the 
itrongcst possible force to legislative 
records.

of Sharp Practices — Would Have 
Them Barred From the Use of th 
United States Malls. 


Washington, Jan. 3. — Representa 


tive Livingston of Georgia and Harvic 
Jordan, president of the Southern Cot 
ton association, of Atlanta, filed ' 
Postmaster General Cortelyou charges 
of fraud against the officials and mem 
bers of the New York Cotton Ex 
change. 


Complainants make the request thai 


the department issue a fraud order 
against the officials and members of 
the New York Cotton Exchange to 
bar them from the use of the Unitec 
States mails in conducting what are 
termed fraudulent practices. The post 
master general referred his callers to 
Judge 
Goodwin, assistant attorney 


general for the postoffice department 
It is likely that a hearing will be held 
by Judge Goodwin. 


It is charged that New York city 


has ceased to be a commercial spot 
cotton market and that the New York 
Cotton Exchange has developed into a 
purely speculative or gambling ex- 
change, and that the grades of cotton 
shipped to New York and tenderable 
on the contracts under the rules of 
the New York Cotton Exchange can 
not be used for commercial spinning, 
and that such grades "are used solely 
to depress the price of spinnable 
grades in the south; to further the 
speculative features of the New YoTk 
Cotton Exchange, to the heavy detri- 
ment of the entire legitimate cotton 
trade of the United States." It is fur 
ther charged in petition that the New 
York Cotton Exchange is dally using 
the United States malls to transmit 
and advertise its business to the legit- 
imate cotton trade of the United 
States, and '"we charge that this busi- 
ness is fraudulent and that the offi- 
cials and members of the New York 
Cotton Exchange should be denied the 
use of the United States mails." 


The petition also says: "We charge 


further that the official daily quota- 
tions sent out through the United 
States mails by the officers and mem- 
bers of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, both as to 'futures' and 'spot* 
prices, are fraudulent, in that neither 
represents the true and actual value 
of spot cotton, blit that the same are 
from fS-to |7.-60-p*r bale leaa than the 
market -prices 'A which splnriablte 
grata* <*f c-ottmrfcould b«' pttrchAated 
fn the sWjth And shipped to New York 
for tender on said fraudulent con- 
tracts."
